Nor should it be difficult to draw the 
Une, for public sentiment is pretty 
well agreed on this subject, and can 
very easily be determine). Suggest 
the placing of a livery stable in the 
middie of a residence block, and it is 
safe to assume that there will not be 
one dissenting voice to the protest by 
owners of adjoining property. 

The majority of owners of residence 
property, especially improved prop- 
erty, are not land speculators, ready 
to sell ont at any time, but are per- 
sons who have bought the place for a 
permanent home; and they should be 
protected by the city against-the en- 


croachments of anything which would : 


make the neighborhéod undestrable, 
which would tend to check natural in- 
crease in property values, and which, 
by forcing residents to move, would 
amount to practical confiscation of 
their property. 

The establishment by city ordi- 
nance of. definite residencedistrict 
lines, and the exectusion of certain ad- 
mittedly objectionable business enter- 
prises from all such residence dis- 
tricta, should be given careful consid- 
eration bs the Council without delay, 
and should be followed by protective 
action at as early a date as is prac 
ticable. 


NARCHIST TURNER’S CASE. 

The Supreme Court of the 
United States, In an opinion written 
by Chief Justice Fuller, has sustained 
the action of the immigration authori: 
ties at the port of New York in order- 
ing the deportation of the English 
Anarchist, Turner. Under the cir 
cumstances, the court could hardly 
have taken any other course unless it 
had found reason te declare uncon- 
stitutional the law recently enacted 
by Congress p | for thé exciu- 
sion of anarchists from the United 
States. The court found no such rea- 
sou, and in ‘upholding the immigration 
officials it has declared, in effect, that 
the law is valid. The United States 
Cireuit Court for the Southern district 
of New York had refused a writ of 
habeas corpus for Turner on the 


ground that he is an anarchist and as 


such comes under the ban of the law. 
This decision was upheld by Su- 
preme Court, and there is an exctilent 
prospect that Anarchist Turner will 
soon be obliged to leave the country 
for the country's good. 

This ease has been fought out to a 
final decision from the court of last 
resort by interested parties who were. 
determined to prevent the deportation 
of Turner, although he is confessedly 
an anarchist—a person of the kind 
specifically mentioned ip the statute 
as subject to exciision. Turner him- 
self makes no denial of the fact that 
he is an anarchist. Like those of his 
breed in general, he is proud of the 
fact rather than otherwise. But he 
poses as a labor leader, and his cause 
was espoused by the labor unions. 
They made a concerted and stubborn 
effort to defeat the purpose of the law, 
and succeeded in delaying the expul- 
sion of Turner for a period of several 


| months. During this time he has been 


lecturing under labor-union avspices, 
when out of fall. He has succeeded 
in making something of a stir, and in 
exciting some mawkish sympathy. 
“The mills of the gods grind siowly, 


at last they have ground the grist of 
Anarchist Turner down to this exceed- 
ing fine but deeply significant phrase 
of three words— | 
“Turner must go.” | 
The triumphant vindication of the 
law in this case, which will result in 
ridding the country of a man who is 
& menace to its peace and well-being, 
is cause for sincere thankfulness. 
Turner is not, it is true, an anarchist 
of the howling, bloodthirsty type, but 
his teachings are none the less dan- 
serous on that account. He advo 
cates the overthrow of government and 
the abolition of law. He may not openly 
advocate assassination and other 
forms of violence. He is probably too 
shrewd for that. But his influence and 
his teachings are pernicious—a men- 
ace to good government 
lished order. The law denies to such 
persons the privilege of admission to 
this country, and the law is undoubt. 
edly right. 
There is talk of an effort to have 
this excellent law repealed. Attempts 
to secure such action will so doubt 
be made—perhaps at the next session 
of Congress. Bat the law is a good 
one. It was pasted for a specific pur- 
pose, and it seems to be accomplish: 
ing that purpose as well as could rea: 
sonably be expected. The American 
people have not yet forgotten the mur‘ 
der of their beloved Pres!

N ECONOMIC FALLACY. | 


The tariff plank of the Californis | 


Democratic platform was drafted with 
derable shrewdness. It does not 
for free trade, nor for tariff- 
for-revenue-oaly, nar for straight pro 
tection—of course not for the latter, 
as that is Republican doctrine, and the 
phalanxed and unterrified ‘hosts of 
Democracy could never accept Repul> 
Hean doctrine. There is a sort of lett- 
handed inderseménat of “incidental 
protection,” a declaration that “the, 
abolition of the tarit on products of 
foreign countries is not coatempiated 
by the Democratic party, and a vio 
lent assault on “trusts and industrial 
combinations,” a la Bombastes Furi- 
oso. 
“As the greater portion of tle | 
come of the Federa! government is 
tained by taxes levied on imports,” de 
clares this portion of the Democratic 
platform, “and as every tax imposed 
on the products of foreign countries 
imported inte the United States 
creases by the amount of such tax ti 


price at which goods can be sold here, 
‘thus incidentally operating to protect 


domestic products to the extent of 
such tax, it is manifest that every tar- 
im tax tis tineidentally protective.” 
Here is an econontic fallacy that must 
not be permitted to pass unchallenged. 
It was . by President 
Cleveland, in 1887, upon the issne 
thus clearly defined be went down to 
defeat in the national campaign of the 
following year. Mr. Cleveland, how- 
ever, went a step further, and declared 
that not only are the prices of foreign 
importations inereased in our mar- 
kets by the amount of the tariff duties 
imposed upon them, but that domestic 
products are ale increased in price by 
the exact amount of the duty. 

The falseness of Mr. 
premises and the fallaciousness of his 
deductions were made fully apparent 
in the Presidential campaign of 1888, 
and it is rather late in the day, to say 
the least, for the “progressive” 
mocracy of California to reassert 
them. It is not true that imported 
goods are invariably enhanced! in 
price, in the domestic market, by the 
amount of the duty imposed upon 
them. On the contrary, the foreign 
exporter or the domestic importer is 
often obliged to pay these duties, in 
whole or in part, in order to get the 
foreign product into our markets. In 
many cases the exporting manufac- 
turer shares the payment of the duty, 
wholly or in part, with the American 
importer, each contributing a part of 
his profits for the purpose. The 
ords of commercial transactions, if 
they were available, would furnish 
specific instances without number in 
proof of this well-known fact. The 
cost gf imported articles is pen 
by the tariff where domestic com 
tion is absent. But the tendency of 
protection is to stimulate and 11 
up this domestic competition, and thu 
to keep prices at a reasonable 
to the consumer, 

Domestic products are not increased 
in price by and to the extent of the 
duty imposed on foreign imports of 
similar character. This is proved by 
the fact that many of these products 
are sold in the @amestic market at a 
lower price than similar products can 


be bought for anywhere in the world. 


In some cases articles of domestic 
manufacture Are sold in the home mar- 
ket at a price actually lower than the 
duty otf foreign articles ot like nature. 
Obviousty, this could not be done if 
the duty, or any portion of the Juty, 
to the selling price by the 


American products are sold in foreign 
markets cheaper than the same prod- 
ucts are sold in the American et. 
This may be true in exceptional cases. 
In such cases it is merely an ex cy 
of trade, due to the necessity of
